CLASS    HISTORY

We,  the  higher  class  slaves,  held  a  picnic  out  at 
Stevens  Mill.  Realizing  our  position,  we  changed  our  class  song  to  something  that  fitted 
our  class  better. 

At  last,  after  two  years,  we  had  a  home  of  our  own  and  there  was  only  one  more 
step  until  we  reached  our  dream.  In  our  new  position  as  a  tenant  farmer  we  found 
that  we  advanced  little  above  the  slave  class,  for  here  too,  planning,  planting,  and 
reaping  were  necessary.  Among  our  Dlans  was  the  Jr.-Sr.  which  took  us  into  a  Japanese 
Tea  Garden  for  the  evening. 

After  three  long  years  of  struggle  we  found,  in  September  of  1953,  that  we  were 
in  the  position  to  purchase  a  place  in  the  high  society  of  owners.  We  were  fortunate 
enough  to  own  and  run  the  well-known  Goldsboro  High  School.  With  the  privilege 
of  being  in  the  high  class  came  the  long-awaited  ordering  of  calling  cards  and  gradua- 
tion invitations.    We  attended  the  Jr.-Sr.  and  had  a  wonderful  time. 

All  the  hard  work  we  had  done  during  the  past  four  years  had  paid  off.  We  had 
reached  the  highest  point  in  plantation  society  and  most  of  all  we  had  made  many 
wonderful  friends.  The  numerous  parties,  dances,  and  days  at  school  will  never  fade 
from  our  memories.  When  next  we  see  each  other  there  will  be  many  changes,  not 
only  in  appearance,  but  in  our  hearts.  We  will  no  longer  be  a  class  with  many  school 
days  ahead  together,  but  individuals,  each  going  his  own  way  in  life. 

Yes,  we  have  had  many  good  times  together  and  they  will  never  be  forgotten. 
Now  we  have  graduated  and  tomorrow  we  wili  go  our  own  separate  ways.  We  may  go 
back  to  GHS  in  memory  or  to  see  how  the  school  is  doing,  but  we'll  never  return  to 
the  carefree  days  we  have  known  there.
